fection and veneration. 

“The way I feel about it ts Just this,” remarked 
a tall and Jean and pompous individual, whose re- 
marks seemed to carry great weight with the 
crowd which surrounded him in the leading bar- 
room of the place; “I never believe in boundin’ a 
man thet is down. Frank James, after years of 
hidin’ an’ sufferin’, has surreridered hisself to 
the hands of justice, an’ I, nor no 
other man whatis a man, will want to see him 
lashed with the sting of a vindictive prosecution.” 

The sentiment was unanimously approved by the 
audience, and when the speaker, with a lordly

Mr. Taylor acknowledged that it was at that 
time the intention of the band to sweep through 
the State to the north of them, and that a band of 
300 picked men, the hardest riders and neatest 
shots of the country. bad organized for the pur-

‘aylor’s left arm and putanend to the pages 
raid. “However,” Mr. Taylor explained, “Frank 
James took my command and joined Anderson 
with it.” 

“How old where you then?” a bystanding boy of 
about 15 asked. 

“Let me see,”’ Mr. Taylor rejoined, meditatively. 
“Frank and I must ben have been 22 
years of age each and Jesse, yes, Jesse, 
who was then one of the bravest of the gang, Was 
a lad of seventeen.

The lad who bad bronght out this information 
Sighed as he thought of the grand opportunities 
which used to be available for ambitious youth, 
and relapsed iuto silence and open-aneouthed ap- 
preciation of the conversation in progress.

He flang himself over 
on the saddie, but the ‘Fed’ was too quick for him 
and the rifle buliet ranged through bis body from 
end to end.”’

The conversation was held pretty well down to 
the days of Quantrell.

I got out 
my revolver, held it across my lap in my. right 
hand and flung my hat carelessly over it. The de 
tectives and I shot atthe same time. His bullet 
struck me in the mouth and I hit him tn the side.” 

“Kill him?” asked the youngster who had pre- 
viously spoken. 

“No, he recovered. Shepherd tried to rise in his 
chair, but his revolvers got caught in the rungs 
and the ehair lifted with him and the detective 
downed him witha terrible blow onthe head.

The first witness before it 
was John M. Stockdale, editor of the Wool Grow- 
er and Farmer;who was one of a committee ap- 
pointed by the wool growers of Washington 
county, Pa. to. bring the wool question 
to the attention of the commission. 
jie spoke of the sdlicitude with which the farmers 
of Washington county watched the progress of 
the cormmission, and would await its report. 
Washington county, he said, produced mote wool 
than any other 
‘United States. it Was the pioneer in 
the production of wool in this country, particular- 
To overturn or to 
ress that interest now would be almost equal 
rhe price of wool at pres- 
ent wus insufficient to justify a continuance of 
that business, And yet the competition 
from Australia, with its cheap land and its facil- 
ities for raising sheep Was go great as to threaten 
the destruction of the wool producing interest in 
Washington county. 

He read a report of the proceedings of the Wool- 
Growers’ Convention, of Washington county, in 
which it is claimed that the present duties on wool 
are wholly inadequate to afford the peotection ab- 
solutely necessary.and the suggestion I make 
is that the wool which now pays three centsa 
pound shall pay nine cents, and that all other wool 
shall pay fifteen eents a pound. and twenty per 
eent ad valorem. He said that there was a capital 
of three million invested in sheep in that county, 
that there were about 300,000 sheep there, and thut 
the number had increased twenty-five per cent, 
and the yield per fleece from three to five pounds, 
since the tariff of 1867 went into operation.

He condemned in scathing terms agrarian crimes, 
but quoted statistics to show there is less crime, 
proportionately, in Trelarid than in England, Seot- 
land and Wales. While opposing tke disintegra- 
tion of the Empire, the Bishop favored home rule 
for Ireland similar to that enjoyed by Canada.

CINCINNATI, October 9.—Officers are to-day 
scouring the city and county in their hunt for the 
assassius of Capt. Arthur W. Ross, and no stone 
will be left unturned in the search for the mur 
derers. The rewards offered for the arrest of 
the criminals already amount to $7,090, 
and meetings are in progress In the Merchants’ 


Exchange and Coal Exchange which will result in 
increasing the amount stillfurther. The County 
Commissioners offer $2,000 reward additional, and 
it is confidently expected that with such a lerge 
sum of money as an inducement to capture them, 


the murderers cannot remain long at large. Four

In an instant he was whirled around at 
fearful rapidity and the _ telephone’ § wire 
wrapped around is leg until the 
limb was __ severed from the body, 
when he fellthrougha hatchway to the ground 
below. When picked up he was dead. His head 
was a shapeless mass and his leg was still dang- 
ling to the wire.

SPRINGFIELD, ILL,, October 9.— Within the past 
few weeks there has peen much inquiry in regard 
to the probable strength of the Prohibitionists in 
the next Illinois Legislature and the 
probable chances for submitting a pro- 
hibitory amendment to a vote of the people. 
A gentleman who has been over .the State on a 
political errand, and has visited every county but 
eleven,says he thinks he knows.as noaras anybody 
can know how the matter stands. To the report- 
er of the Post-DispaTcau he said he was person- 
ally in favor of the submission of a prohibition 
amendment; but it was his opinion, after a_ care- 
ful examination of all the probabilities and con- 
versation with the wisest and best informed poli- 
ticians of the State, that there is no possible 
chance for the question being submitted to the 
next Legislature. He said he found the Demo- 
crats almost universally opposed to submission, 
and that the Republicans generally felt that, if 
the people were demanding a chance to vote on 
proposition it ought to be grantea. 
Everywhere, he said, he fonud the Republicans 
felt that they were not committea one way or the 
other, and they felt that the question was in no 
way a test of their party standing; but it was evi- 
dent that the temperance people, while gaining no 
useful strength for themselves in the Legislature, 
were doing much to weaken the Republicans. ‘It 
is becoming,”’ said he, ‘“‘a question whether the Re- 
yey > will have a majority at the next session. 

f per do not they may creditthe Prohibitionists 
with the result.” 

When asked to state just how the Legislature 
would stand on the submission of a Prohibition 
amendment to a vote of the people he said: “I can 
show yeu just whatthe chances are. You Know 
there are fifty-one districts in the State, each with 
four votes inthe Legislature—that is, the next 
Legislature will have 204 members. Now, outside 
of Cook county there are fourteen, probably fif- 
teen, districts, but say fourteen districts that will 
send three votes each to the Legislature that are 
positively certain to £0 agaiust sub- 
mitting such an amendment. That 
fives you forty-two votes to begin with. Besides 
these fourteen districts there are, outside of Cook 
county, twenfy-seven districts that will each elect 
three Republicans and one Democratic member. 
Here, then, are twenty-seven to be added to the 
forty-two, making sixty-nine votes that may be 
counted almost, as certainly against submission as 
if they had been cast already. Now, it would re- 
quire two-thirds of the Legislature, or 136 votes, 
to submit the amendment. But here we have, 
without touching Cook county, one more than a 
third of the Legislature that will be op- 
posed to iit. Cook county will have 

orty votesin the next Legislature; but nobody 
believes it possible to get a delegation from that 
county of which three-fourths will not be opposed 
to submission. So, you see, there is. bound to be 
fully thirty-one votes more than enough to pre- 
vent subinission, even allowing all the Republicans 
outside of Cook County to be favorable to it, an 
allowance which is a good deal more liberal than 
& just calculation will now warrant. ‘Now, sir,” 
said he, *“‘you have the data, and can ficure out for 
yourself ail that I know of the prospects of Pro- 
hibition in Mlinois.” 

These are the views of a Prohibitionist, who is 
a practical politician, and who says he thinks it 
just as well to face the facts just as they are. As 
such they are given for what they are worth. He 
adds: “Tam of the Spinion that it will never be 
possible to get any considerable number of infiu- 
ential and reliable men to follow the visionary, 
impracticable and irresponsible men who have 
mainly been managing the Temperance question 
in this State.

A Booth Proprietor Assaulted by Highway- 
men atthe Fair.

Destitute Russian Refugees. 
Anumber of destitute Russian emigrants are 
living in a couple of small rooms fronting on an 


alley, in the rear of No. 1204 North Seventh street, 
whose casegeems to be a peeuliarly hard one. 
The rooms are not more than ten feet square each, 
and the occupants are three adulf women, whose 
husbands left them and went in search of work 
three weeks ago, and six children, whose es 
They have been for 
several days past without food, save such as the 
charity of their neighbors have supplied the m 
with, and as their rent, which has been paid by 
the Relief Committee, runs out this week, 
they are threatened with losing their present place 
of shelter. Their household goods have all béen 
disposed of except two beds, a few cups and 
saucers which are ranged upon a box as & table, 
a few chairs anda bundle of ragged clothes. A 
small rye loaf had been all their feed during the 
last forty-eight hours until this morning, when a 
neighbor gave them a pound of meat. These peo- 
ple claim that they left Russia, not on account of 
persecution, but through the representations of a 
German Jewish Relief Committee, which induced 
them to sell out their possessions and emigrate to 
America. As their case now stands, it looks as 
though the only resort left them is the already 
overcrowded Poor-house.

The Singular Story of Walburga 
Wackerle’s Fight for 
Justice. 


The Widow's Account of the Un- 
masking of the False 
Wackerle. 


A Conspiracy Which Began in Minnesota and 
California and Ended in St. Louis. 


There is not acase in the annals of American 
jurisprudence which approaches in interest and 
complexity, in what really might be called ro- 
mance, to the damage suits instituted by Walburga 
Wackerle against the #tnaand the Mutual Life 
Insurance Companies and the history therein 
contained. To the impartial observer Mrs. Wack- 
erle does not look at all like a heroine. She isa 
plain-featured, washed-out, nervous-looking little 
woman, wiry in build, blue-eyed, partly gray, and 
bearing upon her shoulders the burden of filty 
years of hard work. She does not look at all like 
one of those women of whom we read in novels, 


whose nature has been transformed and who de- 
vote themselves, body and soul, to Retribution, 
with an upper-case “2,” thereafter. 
Mrs. Wackerle has been about as deeply 
wronged as any of these heroines however. She 
has always been poor, and yet she has fought and 
won a battle at desperate odds against two power- 
ful corporations. She has travelled up and down 
the country from Connecticut to Texas, and from 
Louisiana to Minnesota time and time again with- 
out money. When kindly people secured passage 
for her on her quest she rode, when there was no 
other way she walked, often walking fifty and 
sixty miles at a stretch. In a word, this 
woman with her pale, marked out face, her 
hard hands and her jarring nerves has been and is 
avery voleano, a steam engine of energy in right- 
ing the wrongs which have been done her. 

THE HISTORY OF THE CASE 
as it came up in the St. Louis courts has been al- 
ready told in the daily press. Mrs. Wackerle 
brought suit against the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company to recover $4,000, the amount of a policy 
upon her husband's life. For answer the insurance 
company produced the dead man in court. It was 
the supreme moment of the widow’s life. After a 
hard legal fight the bocus Wackerle was stripped 
of his false feathers and exposed in open court 
as afraud and a perjurer, and the long, wearynine 
years’ struggle for justice Was.closed with justice 
won. Thus, in brief, does the the legal story run. 
Beneath allthis lies the story of how the 
carefully-built house of lieS°was battered down by 
apoor old woman engaged single-iianded and 
alone in a siege against thieves, purjurers and in- 
surance companies. She does not tell her story 
Willingly, it has to be drawn from her question al- 
ter question. In fact, she has all along beena 
better worker than historian. Put together, how- 
ever, after many interviews in snatches here and 
bits there, this is the record which 
has been burnt into Walburga Wackerle’s 
memory ip the nine years’ search fer justice. She 
was married to William Wackerle in Shakopee, 
Scott county, Minnesota in 1858, He was one of 
three brothers, Chris., William and John; at that 
time a farmer and afterwards a laborer turning his 
hand to whatever might come in sight. They 
moved uneasily back and forth over the country, 
now at Milwaukee, now at Detroit, again back in 
Minnesota, thenin California, Lilinois and Mis- 
souri. They earned very litle money and a bad 
break was made in their earnings when Wackerile 
wentinto the army. The coupie had seven chil- 
dren, the first born at Carver, Minnesota, and 
buried in New Orleans, where another was born. 
Then they moved to Clacinnati where another was 
born, then to Milwaukee where iwo more children 
were born, died and were buried. It was while in 
Milwaukee that the policy for $4,000 on which 
this suit was brought was taken out. They went 
back to Cincinnati and thence to San Francisco. 
At Sacramento the eldest child died and was 
buried, All this roving over the 
couutry shows hew extremely difficult it must 
have been for the bocus Wackerle prove his 
identity, and the success with which it was done 
testified io his memory and schooling. From 
Quincy, 1l., Mr.and Mrs. Wackerle came to St. 
Louis, he going on first to Lowa for the harvesting 
work and thence down to Texas. They parted in 
April or May, and in August she heara from him. 
While alone she supported herself by going out 
for work. William Wackerle was killed on a 
railroad in Texas in December, 1872, but 
she did not hear of his death, and scraped togeth- 
er enough money to pay the premium tor January, 
1873. Then William's brother, John Wackerle, 
heard of the death aud told her. 

SHE AT ONCE BEGAN HER QUEST 
in the middle of 1873 for conclusive proof of the 
death. She was at that time working for Mr. 
Huffert. of the lron Mountatm Railroad. 
cured her a pass downthe road and she 
Texas. The death had occurred in Deceinber. 
Since then yellow fevel had 
set in scattered the witnesses, 
and here her trouble began. 
law, she imagined that all she had to do was to 
get affidavits from different peopie Who were wit- 
nesses to the death and identity of Win. Wackerle. 
These documents, although morally conclusive, 
were not legally sufficient. She was not herself 
sure of his death when she came to Texas. The 
first positive information that she had gwas while 
walking alowg the track from Marshall, 
Texas, to Shreveport, Louisiana. She met the 
very gang of section hands ameng whom her hus- 
band had been working, and they told her all 
about hisdeath,. She secured their testimony 
and that of such members of the Coroner's jury 
as she could find and sct out to make her way to 
Hartford, Conn. This she accomplished by 
WALKING AND WORKING HER WAY. 

Some times helped along by conductors who 
took pity on the queer little Woman with the close 
shut mouth; often repulsed and hungry, making 
her way as best she could, she get to Harlford 
and the insurance company would do nothing for 
her Tney understood there was much doubt about 
Wackerle’s death, and declined to pay the policy, 
Taking legal advice there she set out on her re- 
turn to Texas, in the meanttime making powerful 
friends in such persons as Benj. F. Butler and 
Thomas Scott, the latter president of \the 
Pennsylvania road andthe Texas Pacific, gave 
her a general letter of passage on his roads, and 
called on the otber railroad officials to do likewis™ 
With this in her hands transportation was easier 
toget. The press andthe pulpit in New York 
took up her case, and a great dealof sympathy 
was expressed for the poor little woman 
BATTLING AGAINST SUCH FEARFUL ODDS. 
She went back to Shreveport and interested Alex. 
Boarman, now United States Circuit Judge in 
Louisiana, in herease. He found a splendid 
ally inthe littl women whose champion he be- 
came. She had no money, she had no time to work 
for money, but here energy and industry made up 
for it. Up and down Texas she travelled from one 
endtothe other, hunting down the people who 
knew of William Wackerle’s death. The Bovekan 
and several of the jury had died of the yellow 
fever, the section hands had been dispersed as 
only such roving people can scatter, but one by 
one she run them down and made them swear to 
Wackerie’s death. She found the doctor who had 
made the post mortem, and the grave-licger who 
had buried the remains. Here comes in one in- 
cident which shows the wonderful nature of this 
woman. Going toanumber of people before the 
exhumation of the body, she staked everything 
upon the identification. “If my husband is dead, 
said she in her broken English, ‘he lies in this 
grave. If be is my husband you will find that this 
tooth,” peinting to one ot her own, “is broken— 
not pulled out, but broken. His hair will be of 
this color,.”’ showing a lock, “and he will be cloth- 
ed in a suitof this color,” laying a piece of cloth 
down beside the grave. Mattock and spade went 
to work, and in afew minutes the box with the 
dead man in it was lifted to the top and laid 
on the sod. It was opened and the tooth 
was found broken where she said, the cloth of the 
dead man’s clothes was the same dull brown, the 
hair was the same straw yellow. Her proofs were 
80 conclusive that, brought before the court at 
Shreveport, this case was against the tna Com- 
pany for $3,000. A decision was promptly rep- 
dered in her favor. .

Mr. Weinmann and the 
Wackerles had been among the first settlers of 
Corwin, and if, as is believed, this borus Wackerle 
is really Chris. Wackerle, the dead man’s brother, 
the lesson, although a hard one, was not impossi- 
ble. She found that the identity which the neigh- 
bors of the dead man swore to, was based not so 
much on the appearance of the false Wackerle, but 
on that appearance joined to his knowledge of 
things which had happened years before. 
THE IMPOSTOR MET HER AT LAST FACE TO FACE, 
and braved it out that he was realty her husband. 
She let him go on, perfecting her case against 
him in a secretive and prudent way, digring a pit- 
fall which she was sure that he must fall into. Too 
much credit cannot be given to the little woman 
for the intelligent manner in which she set out to 
trip the false Wackerle. Leaving him alone to 
make up the best case he could in Min- 
nesota, she disappeared and nobody knew where 
she went to. Hegily her objective point was 
Quincy. Ill., where she and her husband had come 
from California. There she went to George Ter- 
dinger, a wholesale druggist of Quincy, and Mr.

“What is it?” 

“Give him acharm,” said a down-town florist 
last Saturday evening, nodding to the gentleman in 
gray who had demanded of the man behind the 
counter this unheard-of thing he called a “usual.” 
The employe turned to a table in the rear contain- 
ing dishes filled with cut flowers and 
green foliage. He _ selected with the 
rapidity of a practised compositor at the type case 
several sprigs of smilax, half a dozen tea buds and 
a red rose full blown, some white and pink bouvar- 
dia,and twisted them into a corsage bouquet, wrap- 
ping the ends with tin foil. The purchaser of 
‘“usuals” laid fifty cents on the counter, put the 
flowers in one of the deep pockets of his light 
overcoat and walked off up street with an I’in- 
coming-Mamie air.

plained the florist. “His ‘usual’ means about 
every evening, and he courts philosophically. By 
that I mean ire is one of the few men who realize 
that taking the flowers in person is far more to 
their interest than sendmg them. If you have 
ever noticed the face of a woman fond of flowers 
as she bent over a rose that had the fra 
grance of a June blossom you will under- 
stand his reasoning. He wants to associate his 
yersonality with the buds or flowers, to catch the 
hirst tender look coming from her eye after the 
scent shall have struck a » ~¢ with the reserve 
sentiment of ber nature.
